UPLAND 24-HOUR 
POLICE SERVICE 
EFFECTED TODAY 


Twenty-four-hour police serv- 
ice for Upland became effective 
at the stroke of midnight last 
night, following the induction 
yesterday afternoon of three new 
police officers, augmenting the 
present force by two, with one 
replacing P. H. (Slim) Evans, | 
whose resignation became. effee- 
tive yesterday, it is announced by 
Chief of Police Eugene L. Muel- 
ler. ; 





The new policemen were drawn 
from the civil service Hst recent- 
ly established by the police de- 
partment through regular ex- 
aminations, and their selection 
marks the first use of the list 
Addition of two policemen to Up- 
land’s force marks a distinct ad- 
vance in police work in this city, 
effecting three major improve- 
ments in the operation of the de- 
partment, Chief Mueller points 
out. 


Efficency of department per- 
sonnel is increased by shortening 
the tour of duty of all officers, 
placing all on the eight-hour bas- 
is. Around-the-clock patrol giv- 
es the community 24-hour police 
protection and service. Coopera- 
tion with neighboring communities 
is increased for more effective 
action. 

The new policemen were sworn 
in yesterday afternoon in the cf- 
fice of Chief Mueller. At the 
game time, they were instructed 
in their duties, received equip- 
ment issued to them and confer- 
red at length with City Manager 
R. G. Manley and Chief Mueller.

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Upland’s First War Casualty— 


Captain Hensen Is Killed In 
Plane Accident In War Zone 


War's dreaded tragedy has 
enshrouded an Upland home in 
clouds of deep sorrow. 

Death has taken Captain 
Hershell Henson, son of Mrs. 
Willie A. Henson, 402 North 
Campus, and has left his bride 
of a few months a widow. 

Presumably in Australia, 
Captain Henson was killed in 
an accident on Sept. 14. His 
widow, the former Theresa Jo 
Logan of San Antonio, Texas, 
who is with his mother and 
sister, Ennis Henson, here, was 
notified this week that Captain 
Henson had been killed. 

Two days before the fatal 
day, the 23-year-old pilot had 
written to his bride and fam- 
ily here. That letter, of course, 
was eagerly read when it 
came a short time ago, but as 
it developed, they were hear- 
ing from their loved one after 
he already had been killed. 

Captain Henson is Upland’s 
first casualty of World War II. 

He came to Upland with his 
family about five years ago 
and attended Chaffey junior 
college. He was graduated in 
1939. He was a member of 
the first civilian pilot training 
class sponsored by Chaffey. 

The Uplander joined the 
United States Army Air Corps 
in June, 1940, and received his 
training in San Diego, Ran- 
dolph field and Kelly field, 
Texas. Immediately upon be- 
ing graduated from Kelly field 
he was assigned to duty at 
Panama, in the canal zone. 
He later returned to Kelly

in which he and Miss Logan 
were united in marriage on 
May 27. u™ 


About six weeks ago he be- 
gan piloting flying fortresses 
in the Pacific theater of the 
war. 

No details about the acci- 
dent have been received by 
the grieving family. A formal 
telegram from the war depart- 
ment is the only word his bride 
and his mother have received. 
Additional information is ex-

The present-day situation was 
likened to Revolutionary war 
times, when Tom Paine, declared 
by General Washington to be his 
“greatest non-military aid” in- 
fused new spirit and the will to 


American people through his in- 
spiring writings. 
INDIVIDUAL RESPONSIBILITY 


Mr. Kennedy quoted a aihition’ 
found upon the body of an Amer- 
ican soldier who died in World 
War I as applying very pointed- 
ly to conditions today. He had 
written, “America must win this 
war. Therefore, I will work, sac- 
rifice, fight, save . . . -. aS) 
though the whole struggle de- 
pended upon me alone.” 

“The ugly shadow of Hitler has 
fallen across every American 
home,” Mr. Kennedy declared, 
“and the contributions of fam- 
ilies who have given their loved 
ones must be matched by the un- 
divided effort of all to build up a 
war spirit that will win this 
war.”

“Action in the East’, by O. D. 
Gallagher. 
If ever there was a_heart- 


breaking story of ‘‘too little and 
too late”, it is told in O. D. Gal- 
lagher’s ‘‘Action in the East”. 
Gallagher is a South African, 
who has had an incredible career 
on all the war fronts of the pres- 
ent conflict. He has seen action 
in Abyssiana, in Spain, China, 
and in every critical center of 
World War II, He was the only 
reporter beside Cecil Brown, of | 
Columbia Broadcasting company, 
who was’ aboard the Repulse when 
it was sunk off the coast of Ma- 
laya. - His description of the mag- 
nificent action of men and ships 
is one of the finest pieces of re- 
porting of any war. This chap- 
ter belongs among the great sagas 
of the sea. 

After a miraculous rescue from 
the oil-soaked waters surround- 
ing the doomed Prince of Wales’ 
and the Repulse, Reporter Gal- 
lagher returned to Singapore to 
witness its evacuation. Further 
chapters make dismal reading: 
the sickening sights at Rangoon, | 
where the government officials | 
took no steps to curb the panic 
of the civil population, and where, 
as a result, huge stocks of sup- 
plies destined for the British and 
Chinese armies fell into the hands 
of the oncoming Japanese. In} 
order to report only eye-witness 
accounts, Mr. Gallagher accom- 
panied a bombing expedition to 
Bangkok and rode a jeep from 
Rangoon to Mandalay. It is a

To the remark that Upland girls 
could have their pick of the boys, 
Miss Brown replied: “No, the 
army still has its pick’, but even 
the army will have to wait a few 
years before it gets its pick of 
the boys now comprising the Ele- 
mentary school majority.
